it appeared as if all efforts for a com- 
promise were to be futile, and Dr.

There 
is great amount of road building being 
done in that neighborhood, and if the 
rock crusher is removed to some other 
location, it will greatly increase the ex- 
pense of widening these roads. 1 am 
in hopes that the trouble at the asylum 
may be lessened, without going to the 
••xpense of removing the crusher to an-

Perhaps the sugar is overrun 
with ants, but this does not concern the 
natives very much. Ants are, very nu- 
merous In the islands, and they get Into 
everything. The sugar is put up in mats 
and carted about in this form. The na- 
tive retail vendor usually oj>ens a tew 
of the mats of the sugar and spreads 
them on the ground in the market place 
where thousands of housewives come to 
buy every day. He sells all the way 
from one cent's worth -to any amount. 
The candy works of the Islands make 
considerable confectionery of the molas- 
ses candy order, but they do not whiten 
the candy, and sell it in Its deep brown 
state, so that It Is much like maple su- 
gar.

The plan of Capt. White Is to have 


'< the entire ground covered by the sur- 
I'veylng parties'and topograhical maps 


j made. The initial work of making the 
' surveys will be accomplished

j perhaps six weeks after

This work will be done by a 


party of six men. There will be secured 
as assistant to Capt. White, Surveyor 
Harvey of the Territorial survey de- 
partment, who was with Capt. Merry 
during his work in Guam, early in the 
year. This experience was very valu- 
able to Mr, Harvey and fits him for 
the duties for which he has been secur- 
ed at this time. 
! ' The mapping of the grounds will be 
a task of greater importance, as It Is 
the Intention to m'ake these so that It 
will be possible by looking, over the 
map, 
^o locate the elevation and the 


slope of the land at any given point. 
This will be of great advantage to the 
department when it comes to make Its 
decisions as to sites, basing them on 
the recommendation of Capt. White, 
upon which will be located the various 
buildings for the station.. 


Nothing will be done in this regard 


until the maps have been made and 
upon them the locations will be indicat- 
ed. There is nothing certain as to the 
locations of the various buildings, ex- 
cept the shops which will be about the 
dry docks. These must be close to the 
docks, and the location of the latter is 
settled by the contour of the ground. 


I A natural site for a dock appears along 


• the portion . f the site which is nearest 
to Ford's i-.-land. There is now a fish 


I pond there, and the break in the shore 


I line forms a placo for the digging of 
| the slips, at the least expense; In fact 
the site Is such an idea] one that Cap*.. 
White will recommend the making of 
an appropriation for two docks, as they 
cnuld be built at much less cost if con- 
ptrvcted at the same time, than if one 
is liuilt nov.' and another in the future. 
There will be of course an inter-de- 
pendence of the various shops and they 
••vlll have to be located with reference 
to the work which will be done by each 
an:', the point at which the mateiial 
w.ll. be received and needed. 


These various detai's will- form ine 


work of the office after the field plans 
have been carried through. The build- 
| ings will be placed where they will be 
most convenient to the railroad a^id 
the wharves as well. The barracks and 
the houses of ill* commandant of 'ho 
yards will be placed on the high ground. 


1 and the whole will be made a city by 


the shore, the point being kept in view 
all the time, that there will be always 
u chance that the station will have to 
be enlarged, rather than contracted. 


It has been decided by Secretary of 


the Navy Long that he will make no 
recommendations to Congress for an 
appropriation for the station here un- 
til he has been assured that the land 
has been secured or a price set upon 
It, at least. This Is the usual course 
of the department for the reason that 
It la certain that the entire sum ap- 
propriated would be needed for any 
purchase. 
The work of the court is 


expected to be completed before the 
end of the year, and the surveys and 
mapping will be done in time to per- 
mit the report of the engineers to be 
sent to Washington not later than the 
middle of January. 
This will permit 


the making of a special report to Con- 
gress, which will be in time for the> 
consideration of the committee on na- 
val affairs during Its work upon the 
regular naval appropriation bill. 


While there has come to the officers 


of the naval establishment stationed 
here nothing officially of the intentions 
of the government as to the ultimate 
end to be attained in the Pearl Har- 
bor station. It has been learned unof- 
ficially that there is a belief that this 
should be when it has reached its full 
growth, the second in point of size and 
capacity of the naval stations of the 
Pacific. The greatest naval station of 
the United States for the 
western 


ocean will be that at Sublg bay. There 
is contemplated for that port a sta- 
tion which will give to the vessels on 
the Philippine station every advantage 
of repair and new construction enjoyed 
at any yard In the country. 


Captain White, who has had wide ex- 


perience in the East, said 
recently, 


when speaking of the site for 
this 


naval station, that at no place in the 
country was there so perfect a point 
for the location of a station as the 
lands now condemned at Pearl lochs. 
He said he had visited all the stations 
from Portsmouth. N. H., down 
the 


Atlantic coast, and the two on the Pa- 
cific, but that the availability 
and 


natural adaptability of the local sta- 
tion site was superior to all of these. 
The fact that this will be the port of 
call for all ships of the navy taking 
station in the Philippines and return- 
ing from that point, will make it nec- 
essary to have the local yards most 
perfect, so as to complete any work 
which may be needed. 


The policy of the nation Is to make 


the docks which it builds of a size to 
accommodate the largest 
ships, and 


this plan It Is expected, will be follow- 
ed here. The advantage of such docks 
is apparent, as the navy docks are 
always at the command of the mer- 
chant marine when they are not In use 
by the navy for its own vessels. The 
result would be that 
large 
vessels 


would come here where there 
were 


shops where they could be repaired in 
the event of any damage being done 
to them. The docks which are to be 
planned here will be large enough to 
take "in and handle easily the largest 
ships of the navy, and this means that 
there is at present no vessel built or 
building for the Pacific which oould 
not be accommodated. The Navy De- 
partment has. proved at Boston that 


I with large docks the merchant navy- 
will always Increase, because of the 
sense of security, and this will surely 
result in the western ocean. 
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ment furnishes their house, rent free. 
They entertain travelers a good deal, 
however.

for a chicken. 
In some parts of the archipelago liv- 


ing is cheaper than here, as native 
products are more abundant and house 
rent 
almost 'nothing. 
The 
houses 


around here were many of them burn- 
ed by th? American army, or insur- 
gents, in several instances wiping out 
a town, all but the church and con- 
vent. 
As to the safety of Americans here, 


old residents—ex-soldiers and others— 
almost invariably express some doubts. 
Nearly all seem to agree that an out- 
break is sure to come within three to 
five years or sooner than three per- 
haps, unless the school teacher pre- 
vents it. Hatred and distrust are deep 
In the hearts of the Filipino leaders;— 
the mestizos—whose thirst for power 
has not been satisfied, and cannot be 
under American sovereignty, for they 
want autocratic power such as their 
Spanish rulers had. The common na- 
tive peasant only wants to be let alone 
In th<- enjoyment of his rice and banan- 
as, but is at present easily led by the 
piominer.t mestizos, and unless we can 
w i n these natives to become friends of 
our ftovt-rr.ment. the danger of an up- 
rising is considerable. 
Remember al- 


so that the government is arming and 
drilling ^everal thousand native troops 
nnd thousands more nf native police 
n''k-r-m nnd constabulary, who would 
rrake fr-rrrliable fo*-s in case of rebel- 
lion. A restoration of prosperity, good 
crops, fiood 
prices,

schools, are absolutely necessary 
to

Of 
the men named there are three who 
now hold certificates showing that they 
were chosen by a joint session of the 
two houses of the first legislature of 
Hawaii, as members of the senate to 
serve for four years. There is in ex- 
istence a fourth certificate, which is in 
the hands of Senator White, of Maul, 
and as there are no more certificates 
out, 
so far as is known, the selection 


! of the four year term men Is considered 
! to be Incomplete and it would entitle 


I every other senator to demand a seat, 
as one of the unselected four, if there 
could such a possible contingency arise. 


The partial selection of the four year 


termers t»ok place on Wednesday, May 
1st, or on the first day after thei end of 
the session as the Republicans reckon- 
ed it, that day being recorded by the
